The greatest encouragement 
as to advances iu prices is found among1 
the iron and steal industries. Not 
only have Bessemer pig iron and steel 
billets advanced full}- lac per ton each, 
bat the demand for shaped iron by car, 
wagon and implement makers calls for 
attention, that for nails and for barbed 
wire being pronounced, advancing- 
prices 5c on each.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—A turn in the 


tide of geld exports occurred Friday, 
and for the first time in weeks the 
treasury gained instead of losing gold. 
The net gain for the day was slight, 
being only .$543,500, but it increased 
the reserve to $42,915,407. 


This increase was brought about by 


the return of 51,800,000 in gold to the" 
Ivew York subtreasury by exporters 
and bankers who had taken it out 
earlier in the week. The withdrawals, 
however, continued on a diminished 
scale, amounting for the day to 51,257,- 
200. 
Of this amount £1.250,000 was for 


export. 


During January only seven-tenths of 


1 per cent of the customs receipts at 
Jsew York; which aggregated £12.817,- 
827, were paid in g-old coin or gold cer- 
tificates.

It is a question whether 
a single one of them has any practical 
experience in the principles of hydral- 
ics or mechanics. Fine and expensive 
machinery is intrusted to men who are 
not only unfamiliar with machinery 
itself, but. almost wholly so with its 
uses, application and principles relat- 
ing to this particular ease. There is 
scarcely any doubt in the world that 
the valves near the pumps got out of 
order refusing to act, thus throwing the 
entire pressure on a false valve or trap 
out in the river. No pipe situated as 
this pipe is would or could burst if the 
pumps were working properly. What 
the people need down at the water 
works is an intelligent machinist, who 
is capable of telling when a piece of 
machinery is out of order, and with 
energy sufficient to put it in order be- 
fore they are called upon to suffer the 
inconvenience and loss they, are now 
suffering. 
Our water works have cost 


enough to have them silver placed, with 
gold ornament*. The whole thing is 
in a similar condition to the New York 
police.

that the government will issue $100,-

and sent the stock market up in great 
shape.

The amount 
returned was 81,800,000, of which Sl,- 
200,000 was for the account of Lazard 
jVeres, One firm returned 8450,000 and 
nother 8150,000. Von Hoffman & Co.

Compressed Wood BeinR Dsed to Replace 


High-Priced Material. 


The enormous advance which has of 


late taken place in the price of some of 
the hard woods required in various 
special branches of trade has directed 
attention to the, possibility of- pro- 
ducing, some less expensive material as 
a substitute/ says the English Me-' 
chanic, and in one branch of trade this 
has been carried on with very.success- 
ful results. 
For the manufacture of 


loom shuttles boxwood\has hitherto 
been largely used, but the price of this 
description of wood has.become almost 
prohibitive, and it has been found that 
by compression , of cheaper classes of 
timber—teak \being about the 
most 


suitable' for this purpose—a substitute 
meeting all the requirements can be 
obtained. For carrying out this proc- 
ess an English firm has just, completed 
a powerful hydraulic pre§s to be used 
in compressing timber for loom shuttles. 
This press consists of a. strong east iron 
top and bottom, with four steel col- 
umns and steel cylinder, with a large 
ram. In the center of this ram is fitted 
a smaller ram, with a, rectangular head, 
fitted into a die which is placed on the 
top of the large ram. The timber is 
put into this die, and a pressure of 
fourteen tons per square inch is ap- 
plied. The pressure is then relieved, 
and the large ram descends. The top 
pressure block, which fits the die, is 
then removed, and the small ram, ris*- 
ing. pushes the timber out at the top 
.of "the die. 
The timber so treated is 


made very dense and uniform, and so 
close-grained that it is capable of tak- 
ing a very high finish. For the manu- 
facture of shuttles it has been found as 
good as boxwood, and there isnodoubt 
it might be applied to other branches 
of industry 
where expensive, hard 


woods have to be used,

BLUE FLAG. 


in East- 
How the; f.'Ht-Tail Is Gathered 


• ern Creeks. 


Everybody knows what the cat-tail 


is. A few years ago city people tied 
cat-tails in bunches with gaudy rib- 
bons and used them to decorate their 
din ing-room sand parlors, says the Nev\ 
York Sun. When that fad prevailed 
the flag gatherers made a good deal 
more money than they do to-day. 


The cut-tail is the blossom of tho 


blue flag and grows at the top of a tallt 
sleuder stalk that rises from the midst 
of a lot of ribbon-like leaves. For 
miles Cohansey creek is choked with 
the blue (lag'. There are acres upon 
acres of it, and it furnishes a living, to 
a good many people,'who do but little 
each year aside from gathering it 
blossom in the autumn. 


The blossoms gathered arc allowed 


to lie on the sand two or three day; 
ucctcr the sun so as to render them per 
fcctly dry. 
Twice a clay—they •' are 


turned over. 
If it is damp, cloudy or 


rainy weather they are carefully cov 
ercd'with canvas. When the blossom! 
are dry they are -stripped from the 
stalk by children and spi-iiad in shal 
-low tins, whore they are allowed to lie 
for two or three clays 'more under the 
Slin, being turned or shaken up half 
a dozen times a day. 
When they ar 


completely dried'they are packed in 
gunny sacks nnd shipped to the city. 


The dried blossom is very light and 


flufrv and is used in the manufacture 
of 'cheap pillows and mattresses. I

Their hopes of a glorious 
kingdom, of a redeemed nation, were all shat- 
tered. Could a dcod, crucified man be the true 
Saviour? It was needful that they should 
know the truth., li was needful, also, tuat. 
they should see"the truth beyond the gloom, 
and obtain a glimpse of the e"'0ry ana salva- 
tion to which Un,v,-i!y of the cross would lead 
them. 


LESSON JsOTES. 


Prayer Meeting Upon the-Mountain. 


—2S. "About an eight days after these 
sayings." Matthew says after sis clays; 
i. e., sis complete days intervened. 
Luke says about, not exactly, and bis 
eight days include the fractional days 
at the beginning and end. "He took 
Peter and John and James." The other 
nine disciples were left at the base of 
the mountain, as we see by the events 
of the following morning. "And went 
up into a mountain to pray." That is, 
into some recess in some high moun- 
tain.—Morison. This statement pre- 
pares us to expect some important^ de- 
velopment in tbe progress of his mis- 
sion. 


The Transfiguration 
of Jesus.—29. 


"And as He prayed" (Greek, "in His 
praving"), the transfiguration 
took 


place. "\Yeknow not what He was pray- 
ing for, but doubtless for strength to 
endure and to carry on His work.f or tbe 
faith and enlightenment of His dis- 
ciples in their gloom, for the coining 
of the kingdom which seemed to pro- 
gress so slowly. The transfiguration 
was the answer. "The fashion (or ap- 
pearance) of His countenance was al- 
tered." Matthew says He "was trans- 
figured before them." Tbe original 
word is elsewhere in the New Testa- 
ment rendered "transformed" (as E-om. 
2 Cor. 3:18), and is used of a spiritual 12:2; 
change. The fashion of His countenance 
was altered by being lighted with ra- 
diance both "from without and from 
within. "And His raiment was white 
and glistening." Literally, lightning 
forth, as though from some inward 
radiance. St. Matthew compares tbe 
wbiteness of Dis robes to tbe light 
(17:2); St. Mark to the snow (9:3); and 
St. Luke, in this; word, to tbe light- 
ning. 
The Conference of the Three Glorified 


Ones.—30. "There talked with Him two 
men." Human beings. "Which were 
Moses and Elias:" the Greek form of 
Elijah. 
These persons were really 


present. It was not a vision. The im- 
plication is that i;he disciples not only 
saw tbe appearance, but recognized in 
the persons Moses and Elijah, as is evi- 
dent from Peter's proposition. 


3L "Who appeared in glory:" In their 


glorified bodies; something like that of 
the transfigured Jesus, but with less 
radiance. 


Tbe Subject of Their Conversation.— 


"And spake of his decease:" Of His ex- 
odus (in the Greek), His going out of 
this evil world, as the Israelites from 
the bondage of Egypt. "Departure is 
a most fitting word, for it contains, at 
the same time, the ideas both of death 
and ascension. Ascension was as much 
tbe natural way for Jesus as death is 
for us," "Which He should accomplish 
at Jerusalem:" Ity being crucified, as 
ile bud foretold them just before (vs. 
21-27), and rising again from the dead. 
This conversation would enable tbe 
disciples to see the importance and ne- 
cessity of that which they 
most 


dreaded, and which was to them tbe 
greatest mystery. The atonement on 
the cross was thi- great event in the 
world's history; this was the culmina- 
tion of tbe salvation brought -by the 
Messiah; this was the great act to 
which all the sacrifices appointed by 
Moses looked forward, and which gave 
them meautng and value. It was the 
beginning and source of tbe world- 
wide development of tbe kingdom of 
God, 
and of those glorious times which 


tbe tvrophcts bad foretold. It is tbe 
contra! theme and power of tbe church 
of Christ in all ages. 


Tlii: Purpose of the Transfiguration.— 


(li It is possible that It may have been 
for the- human comfort and aid of Jesus 
Himself, as the angels strengthened 
Him after the agony in Gethsemane. 
lie was uearing the hour of His great 
trial, and He may have needed a visi- 
ble manifestation from Heaven and 
messages of ass-urance arid comfort. 
(2) For 
tbe encouragement and en- 


lightenment of the disciples. The dis- 
ciples had been startled and shocked 
by the glimpse Jesus had given them 
of His sufferings and death, so con- 
trary to all their expectations of a 
triumphant Messiah. The transfigura- 
tion opened their eyes to what was be- 
yond—to the crown beyond the cross,
